(1) of section 7 or of rights in or over such 
land, or make different reports in respect of different 
parcels of such land or of rights in or over such land, 
to the Central Government, containing his recom¬ 
mendations on the objections, together with the record 
of the proceeding held by him, for the decision of 
the Government. 

(3) For the pu^se of this section, a person shall 
be deemed to be interested in land who would be en¬ 
titled to claim an interest in compensation if the land 
or any rights in or over such land were acquired 
under this Act." 

Note 3. The Coal Controller, 1, Council House 
Street, Calcutta has been appointed by the 
Central Government as the competent 
authority under the Act.
